Recent Action Taken 
By Board of Directors 


In a recent resolution voted by the Board of Directors the following 
rules have been inaugurated: 

“Beginning January 1, 1963, Shorthorn or Polled Shorthorn cattle 
or their progeny bred outside of North America will not be recorded by the 
American Shorthorn Association. This condition also exists: Any cattle 
purchased for importation by a resident of the United States or Canada 
prior to that date must have been declared and registration of same ap- 
plied for to the American Shorthorn Association or the Canadian Live- 
stock Registry also before January 1, 1963.” 


The action will have the following results: 


After January 1, no cattle bred out side North America (the United 
States and Canada) will be eligible for transfer into the American Short- 
horn Herd Book. 


Cattle now in transit or awaiting shipment to America will not be 
affected. Current transfer rates for imported cattle will remain in effect. 


Cattle may be purchased for import until January 1, 1963. Transfer 
will be permitted into the American Herd Book providing that American 
Shorthorn officials or Canadian Livestock Registry officials have been 
advised of the purchase and impending import. 

No cattle purchased for import outside North America after January 
1, 1963, will be recorded in the American Herd Book. 


Cattle purchased after January 1, 1963, and imported to Canada 
may not later be imported to the United States and be entered in the 
American Herd Book. 


The American Shorthorn Association, however, will accept Canadian 
Livestock Registry records and will permit transfer of non-North Amer- 
ican cattle to the American Herd Book if they were purchased by a Cana- 
dian before January 1, 1963, and subsequently imported to that country. 
Therefore, this will not affect the future sale to American citizens of im- 
ported cattle which are already in Canada. 


Herd Classification 

Board Members agreed to start an American Herd Classification pro- 
gram at once. The plan will be similar to that now carried on in Canada. 
The American Shorthorn Association scorecard has been mailed to all 
members of the Association. To inaugurate the program a series of clinics 
will be held throughout the United States to explain the plan and to dem- 
onstrate actual classification of a herd. The first clinic will be held Octo- 
ber 7th at Melbourne Farm, Big Rock, Illinois. The Association will hire 
a full-time fieldman-classifier who will be thoroughly trained before the 
program begins. 


Careless Tattooing 


In other business the Board voted unanimously to penalize breeders 
who do not tattoo animals or who do it in a careless fashion. A $3 fine 


will be assessed against the breeder for each reported instance of violation. 
Association rules provide that every animal must be tattooed to be eligi- 
ble for registry. This action was brought about by the fact that many new 
buyers have recently found that tattoos are missing, illegible or incorrect. 


Fertility Test 


The Board also instructed that in all future sales managed by the 
American Shorthorn Association it will be mandatory that all bulls be 
fertility tested. This move was made in an effort to assure buyers of 
Shorthorn and Polled Shorthorn bulls maximum protection as well as pro- 
viding more information for the seller.
